Under the wording- or this Fectioii it has been con- 


u-mirtl that Ocnera! sick;:es, in onter to render hiin- 
seli tumble to accept the Spanish mission, should 
icsign his position In the army, and. in point of fact, 
the difficulty was raised and discussed in official 
circles shortly 
after Sickles was tenilereil and 


accepted the position of our representative 
at 


SJastria. It appears that Genera: SicKles, wishing 
to understand clearly what would be the effect of 
Ins acceptance of the diplomatic position, wrote to 
the Secretary of War, asking in tae usual form for 
one year's leave of absence. In answer to this ap- 
plication he received from the War Department a 
letter, calling his attention to the provisions of the 
act. of March 30,1869, and suggesting that probably, 
under the provisions or that act, he might be com- 
pelled to resign his rank in the army in ortler to 
render huuseir competent to accept a diplomatic 
position. General Sickles promptly replied to this 
letter, settine rorth his views of the intent and 
meaning of the act In question, and thereupon all 
the correspondence on the subject was submitted to 
President Grant for his opinion. 
The President 


carefully examined the arguments on both sides, 
and finally decided that in his opinion the act was 
only intended to apply to the case of an officer on 
the active list, ana that, as General Sickles had been 
mired, his case could not In all fairness be brought 
within the purview of the law. So the upshot of the 
whole matter was that Sickles'was declared to be 
Ktnctly ellKible without resigning his position in the 
army. The act itself, it is well known, was passed 
to meet a specified case—that of General Kilpatricfc, 
oar Minister to Chile, who had not been retired, and 
who therefore stood in the way of the promotion of

If not culpability, exhibited In 
permitting pirate vessels to be fitted out, manned 
and eleareo from her shores, against the protests of 
our Minister. Spain, he thinks, could not complain 
of our recognition of the Cubans, because her gov- 
ernment accorded belligerent rights to the Confede- 
rates not very long after England herself. Our gov- 
ernment, following its established policy, has waited 
mouths and months without pursuing a similar 
course towards Cuba, and therelore, should it 
to-morrow accord 
belligerent rights to 
the 


struggling patriots or the ever ralthfnl Isle, Spain 
conld not consistently record it as an intentional 
hostility on our part. It would only be doing after 
very mature, or rather too mature consideration 
what Spain, England and France hastened to do 
without waiting to discover whether there was any 
substantial spine to the Confederate government and 
without the shadow of consideration.

The Department of State has received despatches 


from General McMahon np to the ilst of April, at 
which time he was wen. His relations with Lopez 
are cordial and friendly. After the great defeat or 
the Paraguayan army he was entrusted with tue care 
of his family. There has been no attempt by Lopez 
to interfere with his free communication with this 
government. Whatever impediments existed are 
attributable to the course of the allies, who for a 
long time declined to send ont a Hag or truce with 
despatches for him and Urea npon ttie flag of truce 
sent by the Paraguayans with General McMahon's 
despatches.

General J. Watson Webb, after speeding two days 


here iu mulcting upon the President and the Secre- 
tary of state the story of the wrongs and outrages 
committed upon him in Brazil, left for New

and Fish up to sudden frenzy against Brazil, bnt he 
has not been successful. The Brazilian Minister is 
rather chagrined at the conduct of Webb, Inasmuch 
as Webb, he says, was treated with personal as well 
as official consideration and respect while repre- 
senting our government in Brazil. He thinks Webb 
ungrateful. With all his present denunciation of 
Brazil it appears that Webb, in a letter to Mr. 
Seward, dated March 3,1887, thought it was as good 
a government as the United states, and in some re- 
spects better. Da that letter he said:— 


True, Brazil is in name a constitutional monarchy 
but her constitution, her Legislature, her judiciary, 
and all her commercial laws and regulations are 
based upon, and In most cases are copied from 
us. Make her executive elective instead of heredi- 
tary, and her constitution is ours in spirit, II 
not in letter, and in some or its features even prefer- 
able to ours. Brazil is new to ourselves, the great 
Power on the American Continent. No country can 
boast of better and wiser laws. 
Brazil is rich 
powerful and progressive, and it is only the ignorant 
and prejudiced who can find aa excuse for then- 
sympathy with Lopez because he calls Paraguay a 
'•republic," while one or the three Powers which 
in the Interest or civilization, seeks to drive him ont 
of the country is a constitutional monarchy based 
npon the principles of government recognized and 
elaborated in the constitution of the United States.

This 
Is announced as the result or Mr. Webb's recent visit 
here. It is further stated that Secretary l-'ish has 
addre.-sed a letter to the Brazilian Minister of 
Foreign Affairs approving of the course pursued by 
Air. "Webb and notirymg the Brazilian authorities 
that this government reserves unto itseir the rignt 
to send instructions to our ministers abroad without 
lirst consulting representatives or foreign Govern- 
ments in reference to the matters upon which in- 
structions are to be given. L'pou Inquiry at the 
proper sources it Is ascertained that there is no 
truth In tins statement. Wheu the news of Mr. 
Webb's quarrel reached .Secretary Fish he addressed 
a note to the Brazilian Afinster, stating that the 
course pursued by Mr. Webb was not authorized or 
sanctioned by tne government of the United States, 
and that It would not result in a disturbance of the 
diplomatic relations existing between the two 
governments.

That was 
not the occasion of the difficulty at all, and has 
nothing to do with It. Webb's course was utterly 
Indefensible, as hohlmscir afterwards acknowledged 
in his apologetic note to thu Brazilian Minister just 
before Ue left Klo Janeiro.

HE SENDS A LETTER TO THE MARSHAL, 


The Expedition Said to If um- 


toer 2,5OO Men. 


*&e idea of recapturing Colonel Ryan, 
l>rofew to believe was m Philadelphia 
yesterday, en route to a new and more secure local-

The liveliest description of interest was awakened 


throughout the city yesterday morning when the 
public became informed of me fact and the particu- 
lars or the escape from ihe custody of Deputy 
United States MarsDal Downie of Colonel W. A. C. 
Ryan, the commander and organizer of the [Cuban 
patriot volunteers in- New York, the Interest being 
heightened by two circumstance sin particular—viz., 
the energy with which the United States officials have 
prosecuted Colonel Ryan, repeatedly refusing to ad- 
mit him to bail, as though mating a scapegoat or 
him; and secondly, by the dashing, Jack Sheppard- 
ll*e manner in which the escape was 
effected. 


Deputy Marshal Downie was more astonished than 
hurt by the manner in which tte Colonel's 
Meads 
outwitted 
Mm, and was 
released 


Qjpn the "bucted and gagged" predicament in 
Djaich they placed him about nine o'clocK, or nearly 
tSSree hours after he was flrst seized, and the inter- 
•venlEg time was most industriously used by the 
Colonel in making sure his escape. As already 
stated, the Colonel, as soon as Downie was secured 
a« the Casino, changed his attire slightly, passed ont 
ol the bmiaing in broad daylight, at a quarter-past 
six o'clock* m the evening, entered a carriage in 
waiting and drove off, and withii a few hours was 
far beyond the reach of the Marshal's officers, it

were quartered at the Casino, left In a body,

whence they shortly afterwards disappeared, having 
taken passage on board a tag from tne vicinity or 
the toot ot Montgomery street, and well informed 
Cabana are confident that Colonel Ryan, disguised 
was among the party. Such a supposition, indeed' 
would also appear to be well founded, tor ft was 
not to the least liKely that he woaia remain any 
longer m the city when a detachment ol his men 
were actually embarking and he himself so earnestly 
sought for and wanted by the authorities. 
Shortly after his escape he proceeded to the house 
of a mend in this city, before proceetlin01 beyond the 
jurisdiction orthe Marshal, and re.ated to this friend 
a number of interesting particulars of his adventure 
A hitch occurred in the grand plan of escape 
which chagrined the Colonel beyond measure and 
which is also, as has since been learned to have 
been strictly true, one of the most daring ideas that 
has entered the brain of a New Yorker rot some 
time.

ET TO GENERAL R08ECRANS. 


Oar special correspondent in Mexico city , writing 


on the lotnof Jane, supplies tne following interest- 
ing details of the latest news from tne republic, pre- 
facing hia letter tnus:— The great event since my 
last letter nas been the closing or congress and the 
complimentary and semi- diplomatic speeches of 
President Juarez and tue Chairman of Congress. It 
is true that the revolutionary clouds are again 
ma&ng tUe horizon very dar& anrt occasion very 
serious regrets on the part of all capitalists and 
men of business.

Cmzcx DEPUTIES— After having consecrated yonraelre* 
to your elevated function* with laudable assiduity and for 
tbe public benefit, bavins previously prorogued aa far as DOB- 
sibto the duration of thorn laDors* you have now reached the 
«ad of the last period of your fieuioa. Believing that in ac- 
cordance with your opinion, not anticipating in the present 
slate of Ibinga inat there is any grare motive wnlch mates 
an extraordinary session necessary daring the legal rece*a, 
the fourth coQSiirationta Congre&s terminates detinftely Ita 
labors to-day. This new" proof of the regular course of our 
institutions is v?ry satisfactory. At tho same time there is no 
occasion u> be restless, but rather to look with confidence 
upon the future of the relations of the republic with the world 
abroad. 
With the United States we preserve the best relations of 
amity and neighborly friendship, which most always be 
beneficial for tne better development of the commerce of 
both countries. Although our relations have been Interrupted 
with European Powers, in consequence of the taie war, yet as 
Boon ae military operations ceased we Immediately declared 
that if. by reason of the war brought upon the re* 
pablic. It were not possible to consider the late treaties aa 
beluc longer in existence, still we should be disposed to cele- 
bmte other new ones upon just and convenient terms, when- 
ever such nation should deaire to propose them. Soother 
cause for dispute with those nations has occurred which can 
possibly give rise to further difllculties- Their citizens have 
continued to live with us without having any motive for com- 
plaint under the just protection of our laws. A new and 
grand European Power has already opened relations with the 
republic, proposing ihs celebration of a commercial treaty. 
The North German Confederation has sent a representative 
to Mexico, who has been received with the proper considers.* 
tlon and good will. It has been justly observed that upon 
tbe tenninaiion ol" the late wartime operations the adminis- 
tration of thii republic was eooa reorsaniied, without havlnc 
flnffisred ail of tho&e evils which have befallen other countries 
under similar circumstances. Unfortunately several instances 
of crimes against individual security occurred, which have 
made necessarv the recent law of Congress, ia order that such 
owners may be suppressed promptly and justly. The govern - 
ment have made use of the authority which the law con- 
cedes, dictating such arrangements ae it has believed fit, for 
the purpose of securing efficacy in their enforcement and at the 
same time the prevention of an abuse thereaf. The govern- 
ment has alreadr succeeded in setting in operation all possi- 
ble .measures, in order that there may be tne least necessity 
for the severe suppression of their crimes by tbe most earnest 
care In its attempts to pre-ent their occurrence. Upon the 
initiative of the government Congress has discussed and de- 
creed the establishment of juries In tbe federal district. This 
important measure of improvement will facilitate the prompt 
and good a.d mi nistration of justice very much. In accord- 
ance with the requirement of tbe constitution Congress has 
been engaged during this session, by preference, in actlni 
upon the Appropriation bill for the comias fiscal year. Tht, 
gorernmeiit will see that tbe expenses of its administration 
be tn accordance therewith, promising that, as heretofore, 
everything shall be looked after with resuJarity. The rebel-

Mr. Mannel Portugal is spoken or as 
his probable secretary of leeation, Mr. Romero, noiv 
In charge 01 the arcttlves at Washington, using re- 
tained as second secretary. Mr. Gomez Palacto, the 
member of congress Irom Duranuo, who has been 
nominated and confirmed as Commissioner under the 
Seward-Komero treaty In behalf of Mexican interests, 
will probably leave nere also to July, in order to meet 
the United States Commissioner (Mr. Wadsworth) 
tn Washington, by the 1st or August. Mr. Paiacio 
is a lawyer by profession and a man ol consider- 
able talent. His secretary has not been named aa 
yet. At tne last ho*rof Congress tuat body voted 
him an amount of pay from the national treasury 
sufficiently liberal to enable him to sustain himself 
with proper dignity at Washington, In addition to 
the amount conceded mm by the treaty. 
The gubernatorial elections la Puebia have termi- 
nated, and it is universally conceded tuat the. "op- 
position11 candidate nas received the greater nam- 
oer of votes—Mr. Fernando Ortega. Bnt the election 
will not be officially announced before tte votes snail 
be received and counted officially by tne Legisla- 
ture. 
This should tase place oy the 14tn of the month. 
Some of tue government papers nave significantly 
suggested that Mr. Komero Vargas, the government 
candidate and present occupant, will be officially 
announced by tne State Legislature as the Governor 
in spite of the larger number of votes having been 
cast for Mr. Ortega. Such a result will be only a re- 
enactment of the governmental intermeddling 
which so outraged tae people a year and a half since 
when Governor Mendez was deposed, and which act 
occassioned the revolutions whlcli have occurred In 
Puebla and greatly fermented tne leellng of dissatis- 
faction every day increasing toward the present ad- 
ministration. The peoole of the entire country 
await with anxiety the result of this late election. 


Affairs In San Luis Potosl continued disturbed. On 
the 1st of Jane Francisco Aranjo, at the head or a 
considerable band of malcontents, pronounced 
against the government, attacked the Hacienda of 
I'ozo ana took therefrom so,ooo in money and an 
ample supply of horses.

Tue two State government had, up to yes- 
terday, succeeded in Keeping: peace with each other, 
no one suffering materially except merchants, <Sbc., 
from wriom ooth governments had collected duties 
&e. But for several days we have been receiving 
telegraphic despatches rrom that capital declaring 
that snch a condition of things could not continue, 
and that a rupture between the State and the 
government troops was imminent. The former 
backed up by the people of the supreme Court 
of the Slate, sustain Governor Cervantes. The latter 
number aoout 1,000, under General Paz. and were 
sent rrom liere about three weets ago* They sustain 
some seven members of tue Legislature, who, after 
that body had adjourned, called a special session 
composed of themselves (a small minority), im- 
peached the Governor (Cervantes), and appointed a 
new one themselves, wliom no one recognizes or 
obeys.

The telegraph yesterday announced that a discovery 
lad been made of an attempt to seduce the State 
troops, whlcli failed, several o/Hcers having been 
Imprisoned therefor. We await the development of 
the war cloud from Querotaro.

PATRIOT ACCOUNTS. 


Report of the Arrival of General Jordan at 


the Patriot Camp with Arms and Supplies. 
A communication Has been received by General 


Figueredo from General Donate del Marmot, dated 
irom Bijaru Hay 22, wlucti, among other details, 
gives the particulars of tbe landing of the expedition 
of Nlpc, wuich are as follows:— 


We had nardly passed tne excitement of the bat. 
tie, when we were agreeably surprised by the nappy 
news that the expedition bad landed at MayaH, 
which had been received by the General-ln-cnlef be- 
tween the first and second fire. Having passed the 
river, General Qnesada united all his forces, de- 
spatching Generals Garcia and E. Marinol with some 
600 men to harass tbe enemy, and we set oat for the 
land ins place, about forty-aye leagues distant. 
About hale way we had the pleasure to meet the 
valiant cnlef of the expedition, who, accompanied 
by a few Companions, waa making for Gualmano. 
From him we learned that he had brought 
about 4,000 long-range 
rifles, 300 Remington 
rlnes (wnlch are better than all), 600 six-barrelled 
revolvers, twelve splendid pieces of artillery, twelve 
twenty-four and thirty-two-poundets, and any num- 
ber of cartridges. Moreover he brought 1,000 lances, 
1,000 
pairs of shoes, an equal quantity of clothing, 
two pnutlnz presses complete, medicine chests, 
plenty ot rice, biscuits, salt meat, salt and flour, in 
fact full stores for fitting ont 8,000 men. Tbe 
expedition numbered about 300 men, under the com- 
mand of General Thomas Jordan, most of whom 
were Cubans, and among them were a company 
of good riflemen, many artillerymen and several 
good doctors. 
After 
marching about tbree- 
fourtns of the distance, Information was received 
that the Spaniards Had attacked the expedition aad 
captured a part of the cargo; however, on arriving 
at Jucaro tne real facts were soon learned. The 
patriots occupied three nouses at the Ramon, wnicn 
were surprised by the Spaniards, who, under a heavy 
Ore, tooK two of them, forcing the patriots to tate 
shelter In others, ana taxing four of the guns. Tneir 
victory was, however, of short duration, for the 
Americans shelled the enemy so well that they were 
driven back, leaving alt that bad been captured, 
with the exception of a few cases. Many were 
killed ana wounded, and a steamer that had been 
annoying the liberating forces received thtee balls 
In her hull, which caused ner to move off, mating 
water. Tbe enemy returned on Thursday and en- 
trenched themselves during the night on the Isthmus 
of the Ramon for the purpose of cutting of! the only 
retreat, but tne expeditionary forces attacked them 
and drove tnem back, leaving twenty-five killed and 
a great many wounded. For several days the 
Spanish men-of-war continued bombarding the 
Ramon, thinking to destroy the cargo landed by the 
expedition, but most of it had been already sent on 
tally half a league inland. The landing waa as- 
sisted by 2,030 patriots, and all is not yet finished. 
The opportune arrival of the stores has caused great 
jov, and the ammunition is first class, being far 
superior to that used by Valmaseda.

Other .Encounters. 


CIENFBEGOS, June 17, 1868. 


Three companies of Guardm Civil, or 300 men, 


have arrived from Havana via Batabano, commanded 
by Captain Martin. They form tae first series of 
1,000 men to be organised in the Cinco Villas for the 
protection of the plantations. Several houses have 
been destroyed by the rebels. 


Letters from .Ciego Montero to the 13ta give an 


account of an encounter between tue troopa and 
1,000 rebels under Barrio, Tillesas, Arredondo, Sol, 
Entenza and Cerlce. Lieutenant Rodriguez com- 
manded the small fortress, where the women and 
children tooE refuge, and he sent a few men to make 
a stout defence. The small force aimed well, and 
killed many of the rebels, and after two hours' con- 
stant firing the fourth section or the Francos cavalry 
volunteers arrived. 
Alter the rebels retired it 
waa found that ten dead had 
been left on 
the field, and the 
troops 
captured 
many 
arms 
and 
Horses. 
The enemy's 
loss 
must 
have been forty killed 
and wounded, 
while 
the troops lost none. The rebels under Villegas, and 
perhaps also Oliveras, took tne road to the Criatollna, 
that of Arredondo for Cartagena and the other 
bands to Camarones. The correspondence of Vllle- 
iras was captured, with his horse; 1,700 cartridges 
were spent by the troops. 
Toe following political prisoners have been brought 
here by the marines:— Antonio G. Reyes, Alejo Zaba- 
leta Vlamesa, Jose A- Gutierrez Caleso, Venanclo G. 
Clcmente, Matlas Garrmo Fuentes and Manuel 
Reyes. The first four are from Yagnaramas;^tliey are 
all accused of disloyalty.

More Fightiaff at Cineo de Arila. 


TRINIDAD, June 16,1869. 


As soon as the rebels learned the approach, of a 


few small columns at Siguanea they took tne direc- 
tion or Camarones and Manlcaragua. 


We learn from letters dated Ciego de Avlla, Gth 


inst., that a night watch, composed of seventeen sol- 
diers ana four volunteers, encountered a large party 
of rebels, perhaps over 200. Our troopa defended 
themselves like lions, at times retiring and at others 
advancing, as well as they could. The fight lasted 
eight hours, each soldier using six packets. The 
commander had tne precaution at Hie onset to sena 
for reinforcements, which arrived, but were scarcely 
needed, as the rebels gave way at laat and retired. 
They had over forty dead, while tue troops did not 
lose a man. This limit took place at Hilabo Pass. 
A company of San Quintal troops fim* lelt In the 
steamer Uamujl for Tunas. 
Tae column which went three days ago to Slpuanea 
has returned-. Those brave troopa dislodged the 
enemy from said place, In conjunction with other 
columns. The men have suffered great privations. 
Souie political prisoners have been brou^nt here 
and others nave been retained in. ttie Valle, where 
tuare Is always an ample force. 
Last night a house was searched, where, It was 
Bald, cartridges were made, but nothing was found. 


Marches and Countermarches or the Spanish 


JForccs Under Puclloi Chinchilla and Jua- 
raela—Unable to Subdue the Rebels. 


REMEDIOS, June 13,1889. 


We have intelligence from Ciego de Avila to to- 


day. The troops which disembarked at Perroa on 
the 5th left next day for Chambas, and after their 
arrival were detained three days because the 
steamer Almendare got aground a few miles from 
Caibaricn, and reached Moron ou the lotb. Here 
three columns formed to attack the enemy's camp, 
surrounded by large lakes, and a convoy was to 
leave in canoes for Sabana la Mar; tne first, under 
Colonel Chinchilla and the lieutenant colonel or the 
San Qulntlo regiment, and the latter commanded by 
the lieutenant colonel of this battalion. The troops 
left on the 12th. After fording a river they reached 
the Llavas estate. Tne houses had been burned 
before Chinchilla Bet the enemy flylne, although 
their camp had three strong IntrencUmenta. One 
of the two wooden cannon captured was burned. 
The troopa then marched, skirting the Ouna&na 
sierra, and this journey was a continuous charge 
of the bayonet against a prolonged Intrenchment, 
tne whole base of the sierra, well constructed and 
forming half a circle in a radius of over sixty yards. 
on arriving at the Llavas estate It had been reduced 
to ashes; the same at the Santa Gertrudls. We had 
one klllea and another wounded in this journey, 
while the rebels had ten killed and some wounded. 
Their divided forces, under Vtllamll, amounted to 
1,000 men, distributed along the sierra. On tne 14th 
tlio troopa got remlorccd. The three united columns, 
formed into one under the Immediate orders of Chin- 
chilla, were greatly hostiltzed, amid torrents of rain. 
and having to traverse two lakes with me water to 
the knees and five savannahs under a burnlne sun, 
without a drop of water to drink. They halted at 
Savana la Mar, and tae convoy was landed Irom the 
canoes, mostly consisting of rice and biscuit. On the 
16th 
the rebels were discovered parapeted, making 
some resistance, but at tne first charge they fled. 
Two leagues off they uad a formidable Intrenchment, 
where thirty beehives had been placed, to further 
annoy the troops, but the enemy did not wall for the 
first bayonet charge. Before reaching the river Joba 
an armory was taken, with some guns and muni- 
tions. On the mil the troops bad to break through 
and form a road In tne awamps, where the enemy 
was troublesome and wounded one man. At Maga- 
rabomba no Intrenchment was found, as expected, 
but the town had boon burned, on the 19th Gene- 
ral Puello and Lieutenant Colonel Lamola incorpo- 
rated their forces with the rest. The whole force 
organized into tlireo larger columns, separated oo. 
the 20th uud took different directions. 


A Force of One Thousand Rebel* Defeated. 


8ian», June 13,1869. 


The train from Las Crncea, which was to have 


taken troops to Camarouea by the line of Olenfuegos, 
has not, yet arrived. 


It appears that a band of assassins have bnrned 


tne station and all tne establishments at Camaroncs, 
only a few leagues from Clenfuegos, in tne same way 
as they did at the namlets of San Diego, where th«y 
barbarously murdered the Tarragona detachment. 


A telegram from General Leaca to Governor Trlllo 
has been published of tbe attack made by a large 
rebel force on the detachment stationed at Clcuo 
Montero. The enemy was flrnt rcpumcd. then pur- 
sued and finally defeated, wben our small force waa 
joined by the volunteers and a section of the sqnad- 
ron of the Francos or Clonruegon.

GIB4RA, June 10, 1S69. 


(ve left Havana on the 3d, and were scarcely 


twelve miles ont when, a tugboat appeared in chase 
otus, with orders to return. We did ao, and snipped 
Colonel Morales Rlos, the commandant general of 
operations in Holguln, On arrival at Nuevitas, on 
tue 5th, we learned that the rebels were reconcen- 
trated in those districts, and that the troops there, 
quite exhausted, were only masters of the ground 
they stood on. General Letona immediately ordered 
our mall steamer to Puerto Padre to ship the Onion 
battalion, then six miles in the interior, on the aan 
Manuel estate, where the Isabel Segnnda battalion 
is also quartered. Sailed for Nuevitas on the 7th, 
and while the troops were on board 1 was a witness 
to the sufferings 01 the men. Among other diseases 
cue cholera soon developed itself with such intensity 
tnat, during the twelve Hours they were on board, 
fifteen were attacked 
by it, and 
two 
died 
in consequence. The battalions of Havana and 
Isabel suffered severely on the 29th ult., while con- 
veying tae couvoy to Tunas, when the rebels uostil- 
Ized tEem in the open field lite wild Indians, shout 
ing awfully all the time. It <5oat them dearly, as we 
Killed many of them, including two so-called gene- 
rals, supposed to be Marmol and Peralta. 
Between Nuevitas and Puerto Padre there has 
been a landing effected, and another two days ago 
near Baracoa. The volunteers at the latter point 
captured .two cannon, too guns and much ammu- 
nition. 
War is ever attended •with epidemics. There is 
much cholera here, as likewise in the interior. 
The rebels nave paid dearly for the attack made 
on the small detachment in Cnava. They bnrned 
the hamlet of San Aogustm. where they had pre- 
viously encamped, and abandoned it because Colonel 
Senegas! waa approaching. 
Great reliance is placed here in Colonel Morales 
Rlos. Affairs look better since his arrival. 


Satisfactory Inauguration of General Lesca's 


Command* 


SANTA CLARA, June 16,1869. 


General Lesca, our new Commandant General, has 


inaugurated his command satisfactorily. 
The 


column which was scouring this jurisdiction, under 
the commandant ot tne Guardla Ctvti. Gabriel Rodri- 
guez, composed of 120 mounted iniantry of the Tar- 
ragona regiment, 120 of the Guinea cavalry and thir- 
teen cavalry guards, succeeded the other day In 
coming up with one of the rebel bands at Los Azn- 
les, where they were intrenched in a wood, and dis- 
charged their fire at said forces. Rodriguez instantly 
ordered an attack on the enemy's flanks, which was 
so dexterously executed that he fled in precipita- 
tion, taking refuge in other intrenchments, which 
were taken at the point of the bayonet, and the 
enemy pursued as far as the swamps, where he left 
fourteen dead, anu the trooos captured 100 horses, 
many arms, saddles. &c. The pursuit waa Kept up 
for three hours, with new losses to the rebels. On 
our part .we lost two killed and one wounded. 
The new tactics of horse infantry is producing ex- 
cellent results. 
The train flid not come in yesterday from Clenfue- 
gos, because the conductor, espying a snsplclous 
party on the roud between Palmira and Camarones, 
returned here. 
According1 to official Information received, a 
column ol uienfnegos volunteers had an encounter 
with some rebels on the estate Flonsta, causing 
them tnree killed, without any loss among the 
troops. 
The rebels Clrllo Arbona y Machado and Manuel 
Esplnosa. apprehended in a house one and a half 
leagues trom Cartagena, have been tried by verbal 
court martial and sentenced on proofs that they 
were spies as well as pertaining to tne insurrection, 
and they were shot on the 12th; the owner of the 
house was sent prisoner to Clenfuegos. 
Two assassins, who attempted to murder Don 
Manuel Roses in his own house, have been snot, 
after being confessed and louna guilty by a civil 
court. 
Defeat of 1,500 Rebels at Cnaba, Commanded 


by DIiOTnoIf Puralta, Acoata and ftlarcano. 


HOLQUIN, June 10,188B. 


On the 7th insc. there was a fight at Cuaba, where 


there was a garrison of forty mobilized volunteers. 
Colonel Obregon, second under Colonel Bcnegasl, and 
now Lieutenant Governor of this district, speedily left 
this city at the head of a vanguard of seven lancers 
and twenty-two Corona £eguiarsi^durlne^a> lgeat 
ojtyr. Despite the bad roads they arrived on the 
8pt»,-~4tacAat two ana a nan leagues, ir, all ixour u 
a half, after encountering two overflown rivers. The 
re Del force was 2,000 men, including many foreign- 
ers, well armed with rules, revolvers, lances, and 
provided with a braas howitzer of twelve pounds, 
all lately come from Nlpe. They were commanded 
by Mannol, Peralta, Acosta ana Maroano. A small 
force of forty Spanish soldiers kept them at 
bay three hours. Every time they approached 
the Ultto intrenchment they were repulsed, resisting 
five successive charges, and out of forty-two cannon 
discharges only one reached an angle of the little 
mud hut that served as the soldiers' citadel. Obre- 
gon, before he approached, suspected the existence 
of an ambuscade near ana prepared accordingly. 
But the cavalry, as soon as he had ordered the attack, 
fell on the enemy with such impetuosity tnat the 
ambuscade was frustrated, and being hotly pursued 
the 200 which composed their force scarcely had 
time to join the bulk 01' the enemy. The troops then 
attacked the main force, which scarcely offered auy 
resistance, which enabled the twenty-two Corona 
regulars to come up at quick march, firing all the 
way. Tbe enemy became panicstruclc and dispersed 
when they saw the artillerists arrive. Not onlv the 
brass cannon, but a large quantity of arms, besides 
a flag, were captured. TUe reserve, under artillery 
Lieutenant Colonel Hull, waa not required. This 
brilliant triumph cost us only eleven men two vol- 
unteers killed and nine- wounded. The enemy left 
sixty dead In the savannahs alone, and the wounded 
must have been many. 
Colonel Beneeasi was at the time with hla broken 
column In San Andres, and has since arrived here. 
Some accounts say that the rebels only numbered 
1,500, and It is dllllcult to cet at the exact figure.

L,undlnff of an Expedition on the Cooat of 


Macambo~Xt8 Destruction. 


[From a supplement or the Uavana Correo de Cuba.] 


The news from Uaracoa is that on the 3d lust, an 


expedition of adventurers landed on tne beach of 
Macambo, composed of 120 individuals, mostly 
Cuban lawyers, notaries and students, who came, 
according to the narration of a prisoner, to take 
possession of the government of that jurisdiction— 
Baracoa—It having been stated in New York that 
our troopa were in the woods and the rebels In 
possession of all the ports In the Island. 
The moment It was known a landing was effected 
a detachment of twenty regulars and eoo mobilized 
volunteers were sent to the spot. The filibusters 
were speedily surrounded and four so-called gene- 
rals were taken, together with 700 Armstrong piston 
guns, two braaa cannon, eighty boxes munitions 
and a quantity ol Printed notes of the "Bank of the 
Cuban Republic" to the amount of S2.ooo ooo in 
notes of $1, $5, $10 and $50. 


We are told that the moment our Captain General 
received the information ho sent orders by telegraph 
to the effect that every filibuster taken prisoner be 
ahot forthwith. Hurrah for our first authority! • 


We have a letter from Holgum stating that a party 
of 2,000 rebels attacked a detachment in Cuaba, two 
leagues from town, on the 7th, ouly numbering forty 
mobilized volunteers, who defended themselves with 
great tlrmneaa nutil a column sent by Colonel 
Obregon arrived to their assistance. The rebels were 
compelled to fly, losing one cannon, many guns 
eabrea, lances, munitions and horses. They left fifty

We need not clto the conspiracies which have oc- 


curred and bcea suppressed by the energy of the 
Spaulsh population, m corroboratiou of these views. 
Nor do we wish to recall to mind the first unsuccess- 
ful administration of General Dulce. when revolu- 
tionary clubs were Introduced, political lectures al- 
lowed in cigar manufactories, and journals uphold- 
ing the Independence of the island were not pro- 
hibited. Theso errors produced many parties, who 
deceptively have been styled "advanced liberals." 
The imprudent General was gained over by the 
demonstrations of such men. and went so far as to 
have said In a farewell address that wherever he 
were they ever could count on him as "one Cuban 
more." 
When the Spanish revolution occurred the Mar- 
quis of Castell Florlte played a conspicuous part, 
and when tne cry for independence followed in this 
province it was believed that none could have been 
more apt tnan him to quell the revolution, owing to 
his close connection with the new government and 
Ills alliance with a Cuban lady. He was expected to 
Save encouraged the liberal Ideas, not beyond the 
limits of good order and public interest, so tar he 
was welcomed as a saviour. 
lie soon proved to be unequal to the situation. He 
gave out In his first decree that he was the head of 
[he antonomia and declared that he would estab- 
lish the government of the country by the land. In 
another proclamation hs declared that the Insurrec- 
tion In the Western Department was over, when such 
waa not the case; the moral effect of it proved 
•highly Injurious to the Spanish cause. Unlimited 
license to the press, heaping the worst insults ou our 
country, with a view to justify the revolution, was 
only checked when too late. Aa it advocated without 
disguise the 
independence, 
youngsters 
were 
prompted to give support to the new flag; the pub- 
lic mind became restless and divided, and finally it 
led to assassination and murder, as, for instance, 
the scenes ill Carmen and Figuras streets, at the 
Louvre CafS and In, the Vtllanueva theatre: these 
were tne resorts of sedition countenanced by Bra- 
mosio, the common councilman, while the rebel 
flag was waved ou the building's too. Nothing was 
done by the superior authority to punish these pro- 
ceedings, nor to prevent a repetition. The duty to 
put them down fed on the volunteers. 
Anarchy followed the weak conduct of General 
Dulce. His forty days' amnesty curbed the action oE 
tne troopa; it afforded the time and means to tbe 
enemy to prepare the way for regular organization. 
The army was neglected and months were lost be- 
fore the Commander-in-Chief could obtain any re- 
ply. Dnnrovlded with munitions, provisions, medi- 
cines or clothing, the troops were without the proper 
elements for defence, and the wounded were unable 
to recover. 
Notwithstanding such a line of conduct, the dele- 
gate of the national government received our unlimit- 
ed support, betaz supplied to au unlimited extent 
with money, men, arms, and all that was needfnl to 
conquer. Plenty of reinforcements came rrom Spain; 
by the expu-ation of the amnesty mobilized volun- 
teers were organized; whole columns marched to 
tne fleld, and when the campaign might reasonably 
have been ended with energy the direful system of 
issuing: safe conducts was adopted, enabling incen- 
diaries and assassins to assault and insult tnelr vic- 
tims with impunity. Those who vended chose docu- 
ments were pointed out by the pnbllc opinion, and 
the sequel has proved those surmises to be facts. A 
military chief directed that his troops were not to 
move without his express orders, and even ordered 
that the sentinels should not fire but upon occasions 
of armed attacks. The ranks of rebels became 
stronger and increased, in snlte of all the sacrifices 
used to annihilate tnem. Then the commn of the 
artillerists under Colonel Morales de los Kios was 
recalled from the Central Department, although

out 
losing one soldier. 
The laurels gained 
bv the brave Colonel inspired feelings of jealousy to 
cbmmander-ln-Chief Pelaez. The General having 
left the Arlmao road free to rebels of Siguanea, de- 
spising toe good counsel at his command close by, 
created an unfavorable reeling, as it rendered the 
enemy's escape easy and without loss. General 
Pelaez spurned the testimony of Injured witnesses at 
tbe trials of rebels, to render their mtsdeeda unpun- 
ishable. All this General Uulce was cognizant of— 
committees or the people urged tnelr comoialnts, 
but he never heeded them. Afterwards faces tran- 
spired, proving tnat the official orders sent to the 
commanders of columns and district governors, di- 
recting them to use all energy and vigor, were 
secretly annulled. The proven existence in the rebel 
ranks of near relatives of the General's wife, the 
safe conduct furnished to Bramoalo, the alderman, 
enabling him to escape the laws, after being sum- 
moned by a civil court for disloyalty; the escape of 
Morales 
Lemns, the 
consulting 
lawyer and 
charge d'affaires of Dnlce; the flfght of Meatre, 
another 
of the Common Council, and many 
more, at present leading the Cuban Revolutionary 
Junta In New York, or connected with It; the sup- 
port afforded to officers knowu.to have taken a price 
for their treachery; the approval of Letona's famous 
army order; all these and other acts were followed 
by respectful but intense remonstrances ou the Dart 
of the Spanish people, bnt were disregarded. 
In the midst of the reiterated declarations of the 
Sf "•feVa'fte rebellion was at au end, lament-

hearts of roe living. 
Mayan »iJo, TBTqulii arid 
Oinco villas will record the cannibalism of the com- 
mon foe. These atrocities would not have cudured 
had the country districts, and particularly the Cen- 
tral Department, not been left free to the rebel 
bands which destroyed them, while the troops and 
militia were limited to a forced inaction. While 
this daneerous situation increased public dissatis- 
faction became developed, and affairs had got to such 
straits that Duice himself found the mistrust lie Had 
created, so that, after hearing the extraordinary 
Junta of the authorities, he sent in his resignation to 
the government at Madrid, just at this juncture 
both Pelaez and Model surrendered their offices in 
the interior and arrived in Havana. The sad fame 
attached to the former while In St. Domingo was 
proven by his conduct in the Central Department of 
Cuba, and he was afraid to come by way of Cieu- 
fuegos. The reports of nis having issued safe con- 
ducts to the rebel chiefs Malibran, Esportnno Pa- 
lacios, sarrla and others proved but too true 
Isidro Hernandez owe* his pardon to Pelaez, al- 
though sentenced to death upon conviction of 
ravishment, treason and incendiarism. As to Model 
although lie passed one nlptlit In Enperanza with his 
column, he never got night of the rebels, and refused 
to surprise Villegas and his party. A man that had 
been expelled from the country on account of his 
destructive ideas, being an ardent admirer ol auto- 
Qornia, borne on the banner of the Ctnco Villas 
rebels, could scarcely have conducted himself other- 
wise. 


A popular demonstration against Polaez furnished 
the Executive an opportunity to understand the dis- 
content In consequence or the proceedings or tliesc 
officers. Complaints about their conduct had been 
irequently made. The people expected that he would 
Immediately Have been brouirlit to trial before the 
military commission, which would speedily have set 
at rest his innocence or criminality. 
But the llrst 
authority seemed bent upon annoying the feelings 
of tue people by showing Pelaez every token of dis- 
tinction as a proof or appreciation of his past be- 
havior. The following day another demonstration 
was made, aad tins was against Modet. The Plaza 
de Armas was crowded with parties of citizens and 
volunteers, londly crying for satisfaction. The im- 
mediate rclinqulahmcnt of the command by the Cap- 
tain General uad not been harbored by any yet 
although the public mind was quickly afterward 
pregnant 
wttti the idea. 
General Dulce not 
being up to events of tlie moment, lacking 
both the prudence and the adroitness to command 
the circumstances, gave peremptory orders lo the 
regular troopa to lire upon the unarmed groups 
They were not carried out. Wliat took place became 
known with electric rapldtly, and tue indignation of 
the people became intense. He wlio held the Ex- 
ecutive In Cuba, who was too lenient with the 
enemy, had conceived the idea of felling numbers of 
Spaniards that were only actuated by the honorable 
impulses of the crisis, had contemplated to enircn- 
der a division between the people aud the military 
producing fruitless strife, the consequence of whlcli 
would have been pools of blood among the off- 
spring of the same race. The militia then gathered 
and, as with the military, the volunteers and their 
commanders, In one single determination, deter- 
mined to prevent a conflict, by naming committees 
who witli formal respect were to maite Known to 
the Captain General the expediency of forthwith 
surrendering the command or his lawful successor 
General Dulce did so. 


Not one protest against it has been offered and 
the act was spontaneously approved and supported. 
Ever? one was aware that ho who held the authority 
waa to transfer It to another, m order to mainlam 
the principle. The representations made by the 
conimitteeu were in no Instance opposed. None 
have broken their sword nor surrendered the arms 
given for their country's defence. Every Spanish 
resident is fully persuaded that all have done 
justice to Hie trust imposed upon them by pre- 
venting dissension and the shedding of blood wliicu 
In such a crisis might have compromised the safety 
of the province. None have to bewail the troubles 
such aa preceded the 23d of August, 1717, when Don 
Vicente Baja was deposed of the command ot Can- 
tain General in tula island. 
Mark! The demonstrations referred to were not 
of a revolutionary character. The authority which 
Is to rule here ha* not been appointed by us, nor has 
a new situation been established by us, The power 
of,which General Ualce was the depositary has 20110 
with due integrity Into the hands or the officer 
whom tne lair points out—he who Is the elect to 
wield It on beualf of the superior government of the 
nation, on specific contingencies or emergencies. 
Event* have ever since been uninterriintcil m tlieir 
wonted course. Neither the slightest disorder nor a 
single catastrophe has occurred. 
We welcome en- 
thusiastically tho comrades sent by the Kosquo 
ProTlncpfi to flght for tne land. General Dulco lias 
left the Island without any manifestation or either 
sympathy or disrespect. The constant malntalnera 
of order, the people and tlie militia, nave preserved 
the province on behalf of tho mother country and 
they could not have done otherwise. They are ever 
ready to eacnflco their lives and fortunes for

Bout Race on the Hudson Retwe-en IS. Smith 


and J. White—simlth the Winner. 


The second contest between Edward Smith, of tho 


Atlanta Boat Club, and James White, of the Gulict 
K'-it Club, came off yesterday afternoon on the Hud- 
son river, over the same course as that rowed upon 
by these parties some two weeks since. The result 
of the first race between these two amateurs, in 
which, by the breaking of a stretcher, South lost, 
not proving satisfactory to the Smith party, a sec- 
ond match was arranged upon the same terms and 
subject to the same conditions aa the Srat. That the 
confidence of the friends of Smith in hia ability to 
defeat his opponent on anything like equal terms 
was not misplaced the significant and hollow vie- 
;ory 
of the 
winner testifies. 
The prizes in

of a purse of $200. Side beta were also made

with the balance of preference in favor of Smith, 
notwithstanding his previous defeat. The articles 
of agreement stipulated that the race should come 
off between three and four o'clock, but, as usual in 
affairs of Wi3 kind, it was a good hour later before 
matters were brought to a crisis. At a quarter to 
four o'clock the steamboat P. C. Schnltz, Thomas 
Moore, commander, with a party of aaout 200 per- 
sons, left the dock at the foot of Christopher street, 
and, it being already quite late, steamed over wltn, 
all possible haste in the direction of the course. 
This lay in the waters contiguous to the Blysian 
Fields, and measured a mile and a halt in length, be- 
ginniaff at the "new dock" and skirting the snore in 
the direction of Weehawken. The water was mucn 
smoother than on the day of the first race—a condi- 
tion of affairs which materially contributed to tne 
excellent time made. The day, too, was beautifully 
clear and bright, a cool breeze tempering the heat of 
the sun's rays and relieving the face from what other- 
wise would have been a painful glare. But little time 
was lost in arranging the necessary preliminaries. 
Both men had taken a preparatory pun, each showing 
an almost opposite style to that ot hia rival. Whue 
was by far the heavier man or the two, and stripped 
a fine specimen ot the athlete. His method of row- 
ing, however, was defective, being stilf and abrupt, 
and reserablms somewhat that of Harnlli, save 
that his strokes were less rapid and he lacked Ha- 
mill's stroke at the finish. Nevertheless hu power- 
ful frame and superior size promised much for Ilia 
staying qualities, aud were, doubtless, the principal 
grounds for the confidence of his friends. SuuOi, 
on the other hand, looted and really was much the 
lighter man of the two. His form was slender, but 
lithe and active to a fault. Under the tutelage of 
the veteran Josh Ward lie pulled a ions, sweeping, 
steady stroke, the counterpart of that of the Har- 
vard crews, and for whicu they are so justly famous. 
On board the steamer betting was lively m the 
extreme, Smith having slightly the call at odds ot 
tett to nine. Ou ttie lower deck two representatives 
of the "Faderland" dispensed cooling: draughts .of 
lager beer to the thirsty crowd over a primitive sort 
of counter, consisting of a deal board resting on 
two barrels. Tho crowd waa quiet and orderly in 
the extreme, the most captious tailing to dlacovei 
excuse for complaint. 
Everything being iu readiness the contestants 
were called into line, having previously received In- 
structions from the referee as to the route to be pur- 
sued and the manner .of turning the stakeboat. 
White won the toss for choice of positions and took 
the inside. At precisely twenty-three minutes after 
lour the word "go" waa given and the two competi- 
tors bent to their oars. Smith being the quicker of 
the two got a Uttle the beat of the send off, but was 
soon afterwards collared and passed by While, who 
immediately increased nis advantage to more than 
a length. At this time While was pulling forty-five 
and Smith thirty-eight strokes to the minute, tho 
latter pulling well within himself and seemingly 
content with or indifferent to the lead of his oppo- 
nent. Off the "long dock" and wheu almost in con- 
tact with it an accidental foul occurred, and both par- 
ties for an instant ceased their efforts, as if about to 
return and give up the race. They kept on, however. 
Smith reducing the lead of White at every stroke. 
. until, when about 200 yards beyond the place where 
the foul occurred, the boat of the former showed In 
front. At tha Weehawken coal dock Smith had a 
clear lead of six lengths, and at that point the race 
was virtually over, wmte struggled bravely on, 
however, gaining a little when his opponent fol- 
lowed too closely a sudden bend la the snore, but 
falllns; rapidly In rear as soon as Smith perceived 
hla mistake and rectified It. At the etakeboat Whlto 
was nopelessiy out ofjhe jaoe^turnlu^ «,» »">uie 
time was nearly 400 yards on his way down the 
homestretch. Smith here took a rest, though tho 
snouts of those of nla friends • who had made 
time beta soon brought him back to hla regular 
stroke and sent him ahead again faster than ever. 
As he neared the winning post cheer after cheer 
greeted, uim, the crowd on shore catching up tho 
snouts rrom those on the ateamer and making tn6 
woods ring again and again with their plaudits. At 
four hours, forty-six minutes and forty seconds 
Smith crossed the score, winning the race and purse 
lu the unprecedented time (for that course) of 
twenty-four minutes and ten seconds. White came 
in two minutes and thlrty-aeven seconds later, 
about 700 yards in the rear. Some discussion ensuco! 
at the "time" decision of the referee, which waa un- 
questionably wrong by nearly a minute, but there 
was no appeal from It and as It was, apparently, a 
mlatake the majority acquiesced In it as cheerfully 
aud quietly as could be expected under the circum- 
stances.

The winning 
boat 
was an old but exceedingly good craft, 
built by the eminent waterman George Roahr and 
named after the widely known and veteran aquatic 
authority, Charles A. Peverelly.

Thus 
ended a never-to-be-forgotten race, and one the 
more worthy of remembrance because of Ita Having 
been conducted lu a mauly, straightforward and 
generous spirit, where merit and merit alone de- 
cided its issue. The victor may well bo proud of hla 
laurels, fairly and noblv won. The vanquished will 
suffer naming from his defeat other than that whicu 
every honest man feels when he has failed to attain 
an impossible success, 


STTpETEB'S PAROCHIAL SCHOOL. 


The annual exhibition of St. Peter's Parochial 


School, under the charge of the Sisters of Charity, 
took place yesterday afternoon, in the presence of a 
large number of the members of the congregation. 
The school numbers about 350 children, all of wnom. 
were neatly clothed in white dresses, not all, of 
course, of expensive material. The exercises, which 
commenced at three o'clock P. M., were presided 
over by the Rev. Wm.

There wcro 
also present a large number of the Sisters or Charity, 
an order which devotes itself so successfully to tne 
education of the children of the poor and mlddla 
classes m our large cities.

penses of our schools.

Having concluded his remarks, the reverend gen- 
tleman distributed a large number of books as pre- 
miums to the moat succesalul and deserving of the 
pupils.

Yesterday the cross-examination of Mr. Lucius E. 


Chttienden was continued by Mr. Smith, counsel for 
the plaintiff, and the f ollowing are the £hief points 
of the evidence elicited:— 


Mr. Cnitenden testified that lie only continued in 


the employ of the government about three weeks, 
and believed that he received hia appointment from 
the Secretary of War. He could not state positively, 
but spoke from recollection. The appointment was 
received some time in the month of Feornary, 1886, 
and was discontinued on account of a disagreement 
between witness and Colonel Baser, in reference to 
some of his transactions. The only notice given 
was that he wouia not go on with the business, 
which was, he thought, given to General Chapman, 
who had charge or the business, and with whom 
witness had correspondence, witness could not re- 
member when ne first saw Mr. Latting, but believed 
it was soon after he went to Sew York.

TUe Reconstruction of Spain—The Trans- 


formation of Europe. 


Spain does well. What impartial onlooker, 


qualified to judge, can say she does not? 
When in Septembcr-of t«*t y.«ss«r..£h» c^volu&axh- 
in that country startled Europe and the world 
by its suddenness and completeness, birds of 
£11 omen were numerous, so numerous that 
they darkened the heavens, and evil prophets, 
who were abuudaat, were laud-mouthed in 
their utterances of despair. Spaiu had abused 
her privileges. In that grand transition period 
when the old Roman empire had crumbled to 
nieces, and the modern States system was 
iaking shape, Spain had a glorious opportu- 
nity, but she knew not how to turn it to ac- 
count. Succeeding as she did to the inheri- 
tance and prestige of the empire, it was simply 
a question how she should mould the world to 
ler will- France and England were her only 
rivals, but France and England could only be 
"ormidable to her through union, and union, in 
consequence of jealousy, was impossible. 
When in J510 Charles,V. became King of Spain 
aa well as Emperor of Germany, the Moore had 
no longer a foothold on the Peninsula. Naplos 
lad been conquered by Gonsalvo de Cordova, 
and the American Continent had been dis- 
covered by Columbus and taken possession of 
in the name oi tlie Catholic King Ferdinand 
and his Catholic Queen Isabella. Spain, in 
1'act, had no rival among the nations. By 
common consent she occupied the first place 
among the Powers of this earth. Under the 
reign of Charles, who gave to-Spain the full 
aenefil of the prestige of his imperial position, 
Spain had every opportunity that a nation 
could have to leave her impress upon the 
world. 
When Charles retired from the cares 


of State in LjfiG and left Spain and her im- 
mense possessions to his son Philip II., it 
iad become the privilege of the Spanish 
monarch to boast, or for others to boast in his 
name, that the sun never set on his do- 
minions—a boaat which it never had been the 
privilege of any monarch to make before him. 


The history of Spain, in fact, during the 


greater part of three long reigna, is a history 
of almost uninterrupted success. In 1478 the 
Peninsula wa-j broken up into independent and 
bostile States. The Mohammedans occupied 
Granada, and 
Castile and Aragon were 


ruled by separate princea. 
Before 1590 divi- 


sions had disappeared and Spain had become 
a unit, powerful in herself and dangerous to the 
rest of Europe. Accessions were things of 
daily occurrence. By force or by diplomacy 
she had become mistress of Portugal, Na- 
varre and Roussillott; of Artois, Franclie 
Comtu and the Netherlands; of the Milanese, 
Naples, Sicily, Sardinia, the Balearic Islands 
and the Canaries. One of her kings had, as 
we have said,' been Emperor of Germany. 
Another had been husband of the Queen of 
England. The Turkish Power, which she had 
found so formidable, had been beaten back on 
every side, and mainly through her individual 
energy and perseverance.'

By the conquest o! the Philip- 
pines tbcy seteured a communication between 
every part of that immense empire which 
girdled the globe. Meanwhile, in literature 
and in war, they had given birth to great men 
whose names swelled the lists of the world's 
worthies. 


But what came of all this grandeur. ? Decay 


began before the death of Philip II. 
It 


went on at an increasing; ratio year by year. 
Let us mention a fact or two. In the course 
of a single century the population of Madrid 
had decreased from four hundred thousand to 
two hundred thoaiand. Seville, which in the 
sixteenth century could boast of sixteen thou- 
sand looms, had in the reign of Philip V. 
less than three hundred. 
This was true of all 


the towns and of every branch of industry. So 
bad had matters become towards the close of 
the seventeenth century that it had become 
impossible to collect the taxes without the help 
of an armed force and the public executioner. 
In 1C93 
such was the 
poverty 
of the 


government that payment of life pensions was 
suspended, and all officers and ministers of 
the Crown were mulcted of one-third of their 
salaries. In 1699 Stanhope, the British Min- 
ister in Madrid, writes that, "not a day passed 
but people were killed in the streets, scuffling 
for bread; that his secretary had seen five 
women stifled to death before a bakehouse, 
and that, to swell the catalogue of misery, 
twenty thousand additional beggars had just 
arrived in the capital from the surrounding 
districts." Add to all this that Spain, recently 
so proud and so mighty, had neither troops 
nor ships nor fortresses, nor money with which 
to obtain them. 
Since then Spam has passed 


through the agony which succeeded the 
French revolution. 
Later she has lost almost 


all that once constituted the magnificent em- 
pire of the Indies. Again, and again, and 
again has she tried to put on her strength and 
enter upon a new career of vigor and pros- 
perity, 
but 
on 
every

failed. 
Can 
it 
be 
wondered, 


then, that when this 
latest 
effort was 


made men should have been slow to believe 
that any good could come out of Spain ? Can 
it be wondered at that the birds of ill omen 
and the prophets of evil tidings should have 
been masters of the situation? There was 
;ood reason to believe that the worst that 
Suckle had said of Spain was true. To hope 
for her seemed useless. 


In spite, however, of all that was said, and 


much to the astonishment of the nations, Spain 
has gone through a revolution bloodlessly and 
with great success. In the coarse of this revo- 
ution, which has lasted some ten months, she 
108 deposed and banished her Queen, torn up 
;he ancient dynasty by the roots, manufac- 
-ured a new constitution, calmly discussed it 
and made it law, aud otherwise conducted 
lerself in a manner to command universal 
surprise and astonishment. 
Why is all this ?

TJio AnpronrhSiijc Virginia. Election. 


Wo publish this morning an interesting let- 


ter fi cm R. M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, oil the 
approaching Virginia, reconstruction election, 
which is appointed for July G. Mr. Hunter, it 
will be remembered, chafes under the new 
dispensation, and sighs over the woful over- 
tlirow of the old order of things, but wisely, 
nevertheless, recommends the unreconstructed 
Virginians of the old State rights school to ac- 
cept the situation and rally in their strength to 
recover the State—the first essential step to a 
restoration of self-government. There is a fair 
prospect, too, of a decisive conservative vic- 
tory. The registered white voters of the State 
outnumber tbe blacks, if we are not mistaken, 
by over twenty thousand, and to all appear- 
ances the two parties are pretty _ closely di- 
vided upon the line of color, the white party 
and the black party, the latter under the man- 
agement chiefly of white carpet-baggers; the 
former representing nearly all the fixed white 
population, capital and landed property of the 
State. 


The election is called, first, for the ratifica- 


tion of the constitution adopted by the radical 
convention of 1868, and upon several clauses 
of this constitution there will be a separate 
vote, as upon the disfranchisement of rebels, 
for instance; secondly, a full delegation to 
Congress is to be chosen; thirdly, Gover- 
nor, State ticket and Legislature, involving 
the election of two United States Senators. 
The canvass throughout the State has become 
exceedingly animated. 
In every county, city 


and hamlet mass meetings are the order of the 
day. Both candidates for Governor—Wells, 
the radical, and Walker, the conservative— 
are republicans, and both are carpet-baggers, 
so called, or Northern men. The chances ap- 
pear to be decidedly in favor of the conserva- 
tives ; but the Richmond Enquirer (conserva- 
tive) says "the fortunes of the State are im- 
perilled by the depravity of a few thousand 
recreant white men, greedy for plunder, how- 
ever secured, and the contrariness of another 
few thousand reckless waite men, ready to 
risk all to enjoy the privilege of pouting." ''In 
a death struggle between the white and black 
races they (these pouting, stay-at-home white 
men) wrap the drapery of their stainless gen- 
tility around them and superciliously announce 
that there is'no difference.'" From this we 
may infer that, notwithstanding the vigorous 
and enthusiastic campaign of the conserva- 
tives, the issue still depends upon the balance 
of powecheld by the indifferent whites.

all hollow. Of rye, barley and oals an ample 
general crop is fixed in the harvested or ripen- 
ing fields. A large breadth of laud Soutti haa 
been planted in cotton, and notwithstanding 
the prevailing grumbling of "a bad stand," 
"too much wet," "drowned Out," "yellow 
cast," "army worm," &c., we ghall moat likely 
have a full average crop on the area planted. 
But we can learn nothing very definite about 
it, however, till the cotton begins to come to 
market; for it is the planter's policy to fceep 
up the price till compelled to sell on the basis 
of the supply. 
We do not blame the planter. 


We merely suggest that all this grumbling 
must be taken with a liberal sprinkling of salt. 


Of the small fruits, berries and cherries tha 


general yield this year is something wonder- 
ful. 
The promise for the greatest and most 


important crop of all, the Indian corn crop, ia 
upon the whole first rate, and so of potatoes, 
Irish and sweet, "garden sass" and everything 
else. Of the Northern hay crop, generally 
surpassing in cash T»lue the Southern cotton 
crop, we hear no complaints, from which wo 
infer the yield is something extra. We have, 
in short, the fairest prospect for a most glorious 
yield throughout the Union of all the fruits of 
the earth this season. Let the people, then, of 
Europe who are turning their face's this way 
come along. We have room enough and bread 
enough and work enough lor all. Let the 
Secretary of the Treasury rejoice and perse- 
vere in his efforts to cut down the national 
debt; for the debt is but a bagatelle compared 
with the wonderful resources of the country. 
-Our natural resources are greater than those 
of all Europe; our debt is less than that of 
England.

took ihe side of Peasly, tlie white man, and 
a considerable row might have tuen taken place 
but for the opportune appearance of the Chief of 
Police, who himself urrested both Peasly and die 
mulatto Braut. This act occurred iu. the Mayor's 
court room, through, a doorway of -whicu the Uaicf 
<of Police uisappeared with the two prisoners. Cap- 
tain Calaghan, who, during tlie war, was command- 
ant of Custte Thunder, advanced upon Kelly. Hie 
latter receded from liim and warned Calaghan not 
to approach him, as lief, Calaghan, was a scalawag 
in having turned a radical, a perjurer muavmg 
taken the iron-clad, and that as soon sis the election, 
was over he, Kelly, had the papers theu in 
liis pocket that would seud Calaghan to the Peuiten- 
tiary. Enraged at this abuse, Culughaii ordered lour 
policeman to arrest Kelly.

A man in the crowd rcmurked to cal- 
affhan that if Kelly died lie was lily murderer, to 
wtucb. Caloghan responded, 'Tui wot aorrv, then, 
if i did kill him."

Richard Fletcher. 


The Boston papers announce the death or this 


well known lawyer, after having reached tne ad- 
vanced age or eighty-one years. 
He waa born at 


Cavendish, vt., on tne 8th of January, 1788, and 
graduate! at Dartmouth College in 1806. Alter 
studying law at Portsmouth under Mr. Webster lie 
was admitted to tne bar In 1809, and settled at Sails- 
bury, N. II., wiierc he practised law until 1825, when 
lie removed to Boston and there ever after resided. 
Judge Fletcher was at one time a member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, and In 1837 was elected 
a representative in congress, resigning hia seat, 
However, before the expiration of nid term. In 1848 
lie waa appointed a jail^e of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, and served as .such until 1S5S, wlieu 
he retired from the bench in consequence of his dis- 
taste for Die position. Aa a lawver tnu deceased won 
a wide reputation. Tliere is" probably no living 
member or the bar of Massachusetts that surpassed, 
liirn in legal acumen. In 1858 lie retired from prac- 
.ice and spent tne remainder or his days in private 
He. Judge Fletcher was a trustee of Brown Uni- 
versity for many years and was Jor some time an 
overseer of Harvard College. The degree of LL. I). 
was conferred upon him by Dartmouth In 1846 and 
>y Harvard in 1849, 


Henry J). Terry. 


This gentleman died in Washington on tne 22d 
nst. He was for many years a citizen of Michigan, 
and was known there as oue of the ablest criminal 
awyers or tne State. 
At the outbreak or the late 


war lie raised a regiment or volunteers, or wlilch he 
vas appointed colonel, and took part in many or the 
battles which were rought In Virginia.

Hnuter— His Views on Virginia. Affairs. 


LLOYDS, Essex County, Va., June 14, 1889. 
To B. B. DOUGLASS, Esq:— 
My DEAR SIR— I hasten to respond to your letter 
received a short time since, in which von suggest 
that some interest is felt by yourself and others in 
regard to my opinions upon the gubernatorial con- 
test and the issues upon which the people or Vir- 
ginia will soon be called upon to vote. 


If the expression of my opinions upon these sub- 
jects will gratify any of my iriends it will give me 
pleasure to make it. In regard to the gubernatorial 
contest, I reel no hesitation in choosing between the 
candidates. I fenow that they are both republicans, 
and that it, is sometimes a most unpleasant task to 
be forced to cuoose between evils. 
But, never- 
theless, it is often a 
positive duty to do 
so, and in this instance we are not respon- 
sible for the issues on which we are called upon to 
decide, but which are forced on us by circumstances 
and a power tnat we cannot control. There is noth- 
ing left us but to deal with the circumstances in 
which we are placed, not by ourselves but by others, 
so as to make the most of them. We are not respon- 
sible for doing the best in the abstract as we might 
be if we were a free and eo.ua! state in the Union, 
but Tor doing the best which is possible in the situa- 
tion in -which we are placed. Helther can we justify 
ourselves for Inaction by saying there is nothing left 
us but a choice between evils, which we refuse to 
muse, rr by doing so we can render a service to onr 
State, which, in my opinion, vre can and ought to do 
in this case. Many of the most important steps in 
the conduct or life, and particularly or government, 
are after all a choice between evils. No great ques- 
tion exciting bitter strife between parties, if not set- 
tled by the 
absolute submission 
of one of 
them, 
la ever adjusted 
except 
by compro- 
mise, which, by its very nature, involves some 
sacrifice of opinion on both sides. It was so in the 
great acts ot tlie British government, which are con- 
sidered as muniments of their liberties; it was emi- 
nently so of the constitution or the United states, 
and it will always be so of questions between great 
and opposing parties who have each a voice in their 
settlement. To say, therefore, that we will do no- 
thing which involves a sacrifice of opinion is simply 
to assume an impracticable position. Under tais 
view of the case 1 should not hesitate to give my 
vote, if 1 had one. to Walker for Governor, for a con- 
servative state government turn tor tiic c3cpt,TB<Lt*otx 
of the constitution submitted to the people or Vir- 
ginia for racmcbclon. we are to choose, as it seems 
to me, between what is called the Underwood con- 
stitution, simple and pure, with Wells and his party 
to administer it on the one hand, or the same con- 
stitution so expurgated as to leave the power or 
governing ana representing 
the State in con- 
servative hands, with Walker and his friends, 
the conservatives of Virginia, to administer it. 
Who can hesitate as to his selection between such 
alternatives, or refuse to make a choice in which uis 
State and all whom ne loves nave BO deep an inter- 
est? That the issues are such as I state them to be 
1 do not for a moment doubt. That either Walker 
or Wells will be elected Governor nobody denies, and 
that the constitution in one shape or the other will 
be adopted by the people or Virginia everybody seems 
to believe, and if It were not so who will guarantee 
us that the Congress of the United States, as at pre- 
sent constituted, will not force it upon us in its most 
obnoxious form? That body has shown no great 
consideration heretofore either for our rights or 
feelings, nor does it seem to regard much eituer the 
constitution or the United States or even simple jus- 
tice where we are concerned. That the election of 
Wells and the adoption of me Underwood constitu- 
tion, as it came from the hands of its rramers, would 
insure the ruin of our State and consummate the 
degradation of our people there are lew conserva- 
tives who will deny. 


On the other haud, although I have no personal 
acquaintance with Mr. Walker, I am Induced to be- 
lieve by friends in whom 1 rely, and by what I have 
seen or his course, that ne would exercise the power 
and duties of hia oinco. IT elected, In tue muuricr 
wnicu he supposed would redound to the interests 
and houor of the State which lie represented. The 
constitution, if expurgated, as we may do if we 
choose, will throw the political power or the State 
in the lianas of the conservatives, who would ad- 
minister it with a just and proper consideration for 
all. Can we refuse to accomplish such results lor 
our State, which has sun'ereu so much already, be- 
cause we cannot vote for Mr. Walker, who acted 
once with the republican party ou issues which arc 
now past and gone V If tnere were still a question 
as to nesro sulfrage and negro eligibility to office I 
might Bee how opposition might be mode to 
him upon these, grounds. But all must see 
that tiiese questions are settled aKuiust our opin- 
ions— 1 mean those of the whites — by a power greater 
than ours, and irom which we at least have no ap- 
peal. Upon those questions which, us 1 said before, 
are now gone and past dispute, be did dlu'er with us 
it is true, but upon tne issues which are yet to come, 
and wnich are now before us, It is in every way prob- 
able thut he will act witli the conservative party 
Irom sympathy an well as from principle. Snail we 
sacrllice the living to tlie dead? Shall we take no 
part m the real anu thg practical, because tve are too 
much absorbed with the memories of questions now 
decided anu gone to do soy Uod knows those mem- 
ories arc as dear to me as they can be to any man; 
my interest, too, in those Questions wuon they were 
before us and living was as keen as that of him who 
is most sensitive in regard to them, and continued to 
be so 
while there was 
any 
hope 
of ac- 
complishing tnelr defeat. 
But the necessities of 
our State are too pressing and her suffering too 
great to justify us In pausing upon matters which 
are no longer the subjects 01 action, when by 
striking at once we can secure even a partial relief, 
which, though partial and not entire, will yet be lelt 
as grout m every nerve and fibre of tec body politic. 
Tliure are sometimea great national emergencies In 
which the necessity for immediate notion is so great 
that we must follow tne scripture injunctions and 
let the dead bnry the dead. We can llud ample em- 
ployment for ail our energies in dealing wltti tuo 
real and tlie living. Let us not then refuse the 
assistance of meu lu the present aud future, who are 
willing to give it honestly, because they were un- 
willing in times past to act with ua on questions 
which, though near and dear to us, are now Dually 
decided. Tlie more of such men wo get the more 
we enlarge ilie baais of tlie power of the conserva- 
tive party, wuicli is now a matter of much moiueut 
with us. 
So much for tlie gubernatorial contest. But there 
la another question whlcn 1 confes.i haa occasioned 
me more doubt, and upon which I have imd more 
difficulty In loriulng an opinion. I mean the course 
proper to be pursued In regard to the constitution if 
expurgated or those clauses which disqualify so 
many of otir white citizens. 
Tbm constitution is 
indeed so bad In nearly all its parts that there is 
tiardly any expurgation which can reconcile mo to It. 
Those who framed It seem to have looked more to 
the punishment and the humiliation of a large ma- 
lorlty of the white race than to the euda ol justice 
and good government; a scheme of government tie- 
vised for the injury of a decided majority or those to 
be affected by it cannot be made acceptable to that 
party, unless indeert it l« so amcnileu as to transfer 
Hie moving power of the government to them, or 
unless it n plain that they uave to choose between 
tne liiHtrnment with amendments or without them. 


After some reflection I have come to tlie conclu- 
sion that such is onr case at present. K we can so 
amend the constitution as to strike out those clauses 
winch diHquailly and dislranchirie HO many the 
whites will nave a decided majority or the voters 
ind ttins wield tne political power or the state, if 
-liey administer tnat power— an I trust they will _ 
with justice and ft proper consideration for all, tne 
conservative unity, ofwincli Mtc whiten coimtijute so 
arge a majority, will continue to increase. When 
tne WackH perceive that, their rights xs now estab- 
lished will be rcspccteri, and t.iicinsnivcn treated 
with justice and 
a proper 
regard, they win 
opca tncir eyes to ineir true ,x>licj ami m tinio att 


with us, when they will perceive tbat la federal leg- 
'siaUon our intercuts are the same. 
fhls process will be slow, it is true, but we our- 
selves may probably matte it sure. At present they 
are misled by improper influences exercised over 
; ,m.?y tnOBe who ate looking only to office, aud by 
a distrust of us, who, they are made to believe, 
would use political power unjustly and to their in- 
jury, it win uot be long before they learn the true 
motives aud character of those who now deceive 
them, and in ttme I trusttliey will dismiss then- fears 
ol us. Should this state of things be brought about, 
society will move more harmoniously anif happily. 
But whether it does or not, with the removal of tne 
two great, disqualifying clauses in the constitution 
the whites will wield the political power of the 
?JSte—f 
a. P0"pr to wnich they are entitled by the 
tests of intelligence, numbers and property, whether 
considered separately or together. The underwood 
constitution administered by the conservatives will 
be a 
very 
different thing rrom the same 
constitution 
administered 
by 
Wells and his 
party. 
I do not go the length 
of saying 
tnat tlie government which is best administered is 
best, but l believe that very much depends on tlie 
administration, so much that a bad government 
may be so administered as to become tolerable, aud 
a good government may be so badly administered as' 
to be intolerable. The operation of the county or"- 
anization clause itseir, will depend very much ou 
the character of the men who fill the offices. IT the 
constitution be expurgated as proposed, the whites 
in most of the counties can protect themselves. A 
conservative Governor and Legislature can do much 
in a legitimate way to mitigate the mischiefs or this 
and some otner provisions or the constitution. But 
tne whites, if they have the majority, can amend the 
constitution, and after there is some experience of 
the operation or this instrument, I think it probable 
that many of the blacks will unite in a call ror tne 
change. 
Those at least among them who hold 
property and understand their interests. 
But there is yet another consideration which 
makes me desire to rehabilitate the State and restore 
her to tne exercise ol political power. I wish to see 
the Representative seats of Virginia in Congress 
filled by men who will represent her truly and tton- 
estly; who will loos to her honor and interests, and 
not sell them out to cater to the avarice or animosity 
or her enemies. Let the powento which she will be 
entitled under the constitution as it now stands be 
wielded by such men In her derence, and they will 
find tne means to protect her. She will no longer 
be treated as the cneap subject or every political 
experiment which it may please. red republicans or 
New England radicals to try at her expense. Here 
is the true "brazen wall" or our derence, which will 
be worth more to us m the way ol protection than all 
the aood reeling toward us which exists In all 
the .North, even iT we had unlimited power 
to draw upon that capital. 
It is a work 
or difficulty, I confess, for the present; but If we 
can so administer and manage* our state govern- 
ments as to produce harmony and good feeling be- 
tween the races, it may lead to a common pursuit of 
common interests. Should it happen that this in- 
vention of negro suffrage, conceived as it was sup- 
posed for the injury ol South, should be so returned 
as to plague the inventor, it must be remembered 
that we are not responsible for sucn a result. We 
did not originate the measure, but against onr ear- 
nest remonstrance it was forced upon us. 
So far l have endeavored to enforce my views by 
considerations special to Virginia herself; but I con- 
fess that there are others of a more general nature 
which have weight with me. I believe it is a matter 
of general interest that the innuence of Virginia 
should be once more relt in the government of 
the union. Her worst enemies will admit that it 
was an honest influence, and all must reel that such 
an element was never more needed than now 
in the conduct of national affairs. When I reflect 
upon all that she did to delay the establishment of 
the despotic power of a mere majority or numbers I 
cannot but tnink that there may yet be some po- 
tency in her voice to check abuses and restrain op- 
pression. When I remember, too, how long she 
maintained her gallant struggle with no other 
weapons than reason, the constitution and the moral 
influence bequeathed her by her mighty dead and 
that she held her line until overwhelmed by the cor- 
ruption of the times and the vast odds against her, 
it seems to me that she must have discovered the 
true line of defence against despotism in every 
saape, even though it should appear in its last de- 
velopment and nnal form of imperialism, whose 
coining many secretly believe and some openly de- 
clare to be inevitable, should that time ever 
arrive those to whom its approaches- are un- 
welcome may rejoice in the assistance of her 
who has been ever ready to resist unlimited power 
in all its forms. Weapons that are now rusting from 
disuse in her political armory may again come into 
play, and she may be called upon for handa skilled 
in wielding them. It is true that in the past she failed 
to commend to the favorable consideration of her 
co-States a democracy with limited power, but her 
voice may be better heeded wheu it becomes a Ques- 
tion as to the limitation upon the power of a mon- 
archy, should that be ever established, an event 
upon which it used to be thought almost eacreligi- 
ous to speculate, but which now somehow seems to 
have become a familiar topic in the mouths of men. 
IT Zisca'B dead skin, when stretched upon a drum, 
could give lorth a sound, as fabled, to awe even the 
haughty Turk at the height or his pride and power 
the voice or -what yet lives of Virginia, like "the 
shoot of a king among them," may once more rally 
the hosts who are called upon to repel the approach 
of oppression with the tramp or its iron heel 
or or despotism with its merciless and all absorbing 
grasp, l could wish that the country might be saved 
from such trials; but what nation, what government, 
and especially what republic nag ever eacaped 
them! But 1 am approaching a subject which 
wouio. uuie iiiu tu , in, rt.om ttle matter "in nun it 
T 
have given the reasons which, in my opinion, mane 
it proper for Virginia to accept even the Under- 
wood constitution IT it should be so expurgated as 
to bestow tne political power of the state upon tne 
white race, which constitutes the majority or its 
people. I would accept almost any constitution 
which would have that effect. I would do almost 
anything to see a State government composed or 
Virginians wno would respect her honor and repre- 
sent her interests. There may be worse things, I 
know, than even military government, but it was 
reserved for these extraordinary tunes to force 
that conviction on the mind of oue trained 
up in the enjoyment and tradition of social 
and individual liberty. 
I confess, however, that I 
am weary of seeing the sword of the conqueror in 
the scale of justice. 1 can live under arbitrary pow- 
er, I know, because I have done it, aud still do" but 
It is comparatively a new tiling to me. and f can 
never be reconciled to it. I shall take the flrst fair 
mode of escape from it which is open to me. I 
think the opportunity Is no'w afforded m the issues 
presented by the conservative party of the state 
They do not offer, it la true, all that 1 would like or 
all that l tnink we are entitled to, but It is all that 
they can give. I am for taking every step towards 
sell-government for which an opportunity may be 
afforded me by the majority that rules us. Conces- 
sions may be forced upon them by the necessities 
or the times, or may be made rrom a slow re- 
turning sense of justice. 
I 
will take them 
as tney come, be they little or much without in- 
quiry into the motive which prompts them, ir 
tuey enable us to taue another step towards the 
restoration or oor State to tne rights or seir-goverii- 
ment. I will not only accept them, but accept them 
promptly, ror 1 believe this Congress to be capable 
of resuming to-morrow what tney may nave granted 
to-day. Should we fail to ratify this constitution 
alter it has been expurgated I reel by uo meaus sure 
that the party In power will not rorce it upon us as 
it came Irom tne hands or its makers. Let no hope 
be entertained to the contrary because tlie constitu- 
tion or the United States forbids them to Ho so. 
When has that Instrument, stood in the way or ac- 
complishing any purpose which they cherished? 
Did it restrain them in tnelr dealings with the 1'resi- 
dent or tne Supreme Court or the United States? 
Has it been respected by them In their conduct to- 
wards us» On the contrary, it seems to be the moat 
approved theory with tneui that we are beyond the 
pale of the constitution, and subject to their arbi- 
trary power and absolute control. 
1 will not fail to do anything which may help my 
State ror the present, because 1 hope they will do 
something better ror here hereafter. 1 do Indeed 
nope to see a returning sense or justice at some 
future day, but, that time is probably distant, aud I 
dare not wait. The white people or Virginia have 
now an opportunity to restore tne State to the right 
or sett-government, and to obtain the control of its 
political power at home and in the general govern- 
ment, ir they fail to do so it will be tnelr own fault 
and owing to their apathy and indecision. Before 
they lose snch a result, let tnein consider in time 
what a loss that will be; lei tnem remember too 
that their majority, though decided, is small, ana 
to secure such relief as is possible every conserva- 
tive voter should cast ms vote and unite in the 
common cause. I know that our position is dim- 
cult, aud that even if we obtain the victory we 
filiall require wisdom, forbearance and enerity to 
reap its fruits; but I nave faith in my fellow citizens 
ana when I see Virginians ruling Virginia l shall 
feel that the flrst great step, which costs more man 
any other, has bean taken towards the restoration 
or her rights and prosperity. And uow, my dear 
sir, having responded rally to your letter, I will 
conclude by subscribing myself as being, very truly 
ami respectfully, yourlrieud, R. M. T. HUNTER.

pointment of the people, I propose a third candidate, who 
will 'Hole fair," who stands by the old landmarks of the radi- 
cal party, where old Governor Brownlow and the much 
abused legislators of 1865-9 ttood, who never plays the part 
of a demagogue, knows no trlcfcs in politics, out moves 
straight forward lo the line of his duty conscientiously—one 
whom you can trust.

Tbe writer of tlie com- 
munication rrom wliich these figures are obtained 
proposes as a remedy for this condition of affairs 
financial that the Legislature pass a law creating a 
preferred stock In the non-Interest paying railroads 
and place It In the hands or tne State comptroller to 
be exchanged for the unmatured bonds or the state, 
dollar for dollar, and tnat there be no further effort 
on the part of tae state to pay the interest until tae 
bondholders come forward and fluid the bonds into 
the stock ol' these roads. 
It is now ascertained as a positive ract that the 
State will not pay the July interest on her bonds. 
Tne Comptroller says tnat It cannot be paid until 
September. Whether it-will be paid tncn is a mooted 
question, and quite a number ol the knowing ones ' 
Ultimate that It will not be paid this year.

INGENIOUS ATTEMPT TO ESCAPE FROM 
[From the Providence Journal, June 24.] 
Charles Williams, who is now in prison awaitlnc 
trial for burglary, and who recently made an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to escape, tried another experiment 
to accomplish his purpose on the 21st inst. Since 
his flrst cirort he has been constantly csnOned in his 
cell, except when bathing or taking exercise In the 
yard. On one of these occasions he had obtained a 
rusty piece of an old saw file, which he used In con- 
structing, out of some of the furniture of his cell, a 
machine for opening his door. First he made a saw 
or a piece of the lr(m of whicti his bed frame was 
constructed, with which aaw ne could cut wood. 
Then taking a board rovmlnc a shelf, He split It In 
pieces, and made :t square by tying tne ends of two 
pieces at right angles. Holding one end of this in his 
hand, he could thrust the square tliroimh the Inter- 
stices of the bars of his door, which sew In a recess 
in the wall, and turnlns the instrument down he 
could bring the other angle on a line with the Key- 
hole on the outward side and eighteen inches from 
the inside of the door. Next he made a key—an im- 
provement on his former one—from a piece of thick 
tin taken from his ration dlslu Wuen new the ra- 
tion dishes have two handles, but as they get old 
many are used with one handle. He had observed 
this and taken a Handle with a wire in tt—the fact 
not being noticed when the dish was removed. This 
key he mado had a wooden pulley on tho sliank, and 
a atrlntr made of threads pulled from his cloth- 
inn was wound m the groove or tho wheel. The 
string passed to the angle of the square around 
a 
pivot and 
along tho angle held In his 
nann. Tho wholo being completed ho put out his 
apparatus through the grating, felt for the keyhole 
by moving Ills machine until ttte Key cnCered. But 
tho key did not fit well, and when ho pulled tho 
string attached to the pulley he broke the shank of 
the fcey, leaving a portion of It in the hole. An or- 
flcer observed this and also heard Williams exclaim, 
when the key broke, "Calamity! I'm up in a bal- 
loonl It Is all over; the d—n Hung has broke." 
At thtti moment a prisoner passed his cell, to whom 
Williams whispered, -For Owl's sane pull that key 
oat." His coll, however, was then examined. The 
nail and chain had bc«n removed from bis leg in ft 
manner truly Ingenious. A piece of hard wo«l from 
Ma stool was fitted to the hole In the leg iron, and a 
hole was made in Ihls a little smaller than the screw, 
tho end being served with a black linen thread. 
When Inserted and turned a thread was cut strong 
enough to pnu the spring and unlock the Irons. 
The luKcnultr displayed by Williams has seldom 
been oiinallrd in the history of prison escapes, lle- 
markabiy observing, lie readily adapts means to 
ends, and seems to make everything subserve his 
purpose. Having nothing in nls possession in tne 
shape of tools but the rusty piece of an old (lie, every- 
thing euse neodwi w«3 u»»ae from, articles ij» Wt c«U, 


Although sixty-eieht convicts use similar articles in. 
their respective cells, yet this man (rives the officers, 
In, his persistent efforts to escape, more trouble than 
all the other prisoners. Hia intention ontnlsocca- 
sl°n was to secrete himself outside of nis cell and at- 
tack the officer on duty at night, ana, with the view 
of deceiving the watchman as lie made his rounds, 
Williams had arranged a stuffed figure on his bed, 
uslnj for the purpose ha drawers and some straw, 
patting his boots ou the legs of the flgure and attach- 
ing to it me ball and chain from which he Had so 
successfully cleared hia own teg.

All tlie showers we liave Had this season sink into 
inslgnincance before that of Saturday afternoon. 
On the low ground lakes and ponds were formed 
where a place could be found that would Uold water, 
while down the declivities great streams rushed 
furiously, as u* they would streep everything before 
them. 


On the west side mncu damage was done. Down 
Chestnut and ail the streets came the flood. Cellars 
were ailed up; everything movable swept away; 
outbuildings turned over, and thousands of dollars 
will not repay toe damage done. In the Second and 
Sixtu wards, as wed as in portions of tae Fourta, 
tais damage was the most serious, ana after the 
storm was over aad the waters had toniid their way 
to the rrver the sight was desolating. 
. . . 
On the corner ot Third and Chestnut streets two 
boys, twelve and thirteen years of age, undertook to 
cross the stream to reach their homes. The rush- 
ing mass toot the little ones from their feet, For- 
tunatei; two men woo saw tae accident saved the 
children, but when taken from the water there was 
little Hie lett In them. They had been earned by the 
water nearly two MOCKS, and besides being nearly 
drowned were badly bruised by contact wittt the 
rocKs m the gutters, 
in an alley leading from Chestnut, between Third 
ana Fourth streets, stood a small wooden building, 
which was soon surrounded by the flood. Tt» water 
Kept rising, and the family felt that they had better 
leave the building while 
they could. 
Out 
.through the flood went , father and mother 
and three children, 
frightened 
nearly out of 
tueir wits. As soon as they were in safety 
and a little reason bad returned, the mother sud- 
denly recollected that an inlant child Had been left 
in the house. The lather started back to get it. Tue 
water nsms was now up to his breast, and every 
moment it was expected tnat the pent-up lafee would 
burst the barrier which held it and sweep on. He 
reached tlie house, took the little one from the cradle 
just as the waters nad reached it and started for tbe 
door. No sooner was he outside than the barrier 
cave way and the waters rushed furiously on. Tney 
bore the father down, but with one hand he held bis 
little one above tne flood, swept against tne corner 
of a brick building the father was badly injured; but 
he beid on, and several men noticing his danger 
rnsned to his relief and saved him. 
In many places soade trees along tbs streets were 
washed up by the roots aud laid prostrate. The 
damage iu this item alone will be by no means incon- 
siderable. 
On the lake tne storm was severe. Hailstones of 
large size ten, and vessel caotatus say they have 
never experienced anything like so severe a storm 
as was that of Saturday. 
From the West we have reports of 'damage done 
by the storm. At Sparta, La Crosse and Portage it 
rained turiously, and most serious are the results 
to the crops. The telegraph company suffered: 
many of their poles were thrown down, ana many 
more smashed to pieces by the lightning. 
At Fond du Lac the storm seems to have been 
most serious in its results. It commenced raining 
in the morning, and. about two P. M. a hail storm 
set m from tne northwest. The hail stones are de- 
scribed as being as large as oranges, an,d cut things 
to pieces badly. The streams rose rapidly, aud 
lumoer, logs and small hangings were s wept away. 


THET03NADO tit 
A despatch Irom Grand Ledge, Mich., June 21, 
states:— 
one of the most terrible storms ever witnessed in 
this section passed about three or four miles north 
of us, in the township of Eazie, Clinton county, on 
Saturday, June 19. Tne storm gathered about flve 
P. M,. and swept everything before tt, taking a swatlx 
about flve rods in width, commencing with tb_5 farm 
of Mr. vr. Sutherland. It took his bouse and barn, 
orchards, fences, farming implements, &c., and 
utterly demolished the whole. His loss is about 
Si.ooo. Mr. George Palmer's loss was about $800, Mr. 
H. Fmney's about $500, pniio Doty's about $800, and 
Ira Hill's $1,000. Mr. E. Shattuclc was tailed, a Mr. 
Davis had his leg broken, and Mr. George West was 
so severely injured that he is not expected to live. 
The storm then passed on to Wacousta, nearly de- 
stroying tae business part of the town. Several more 
persons are said, to be injured, but at the present 
writing we are unable to get at the facts., The storm 
is described as one of the most destructive ever 
known to the oldest inhabitants in this section.

A Jew. caiv*!-*- -™-,*» 
waslieu out ou LUC ruau, uuiToiliy uuulcient to delay 
trains a few hours, and to-day the damage Is nearly 
if not quite repaired. A freight train on the North- 
western road ran iaco a washout on Saturday night 
at Koshkonong, and several freight cars were 
smashed up. At Fond du Lac, Wis., the storm ap- 
pears to have been very severe, and hailstones as 
targe as an oranse are reported, cutting things to 
pieces badly. In this city several narrow escapes 
arc reported, but no lives were lost or damage 
caused beyond filling ol cellars. It has rained more 
or lejis to-day, but has cleared on* to-night and 
promises fair weather. 


FOND DU LAC, June 19.—For several days past fre- 
quent aau heavy rains have fallen here.

Wood and lumber 
cover the river, and the wator is still rising.

The Commissioners ot Emigration and tbe Trus- 


tees of tlie Irish Emigrant Society yesterday after- 
noon paid a visit of inspection to the State emigrant 
institutions ou Ward's Island, and U is gratifying 
to state that everything thereunto pertaining was 
found to be in a most satisfactory condition. This 
visit was arranged by the Commissioners for the 
sole purpose of affording the Trustees of the Irish. 
Emigrant Society and their friends an opportunity 
or satisfying 
themselves 
as 
to the treat- 


ment and condition at their fellow country- 
men In • tne 
emigrant 
institutions. It is a 


well known fact s&ac the business of the Commis- 
sioners of Emigration is to look after and protect all 
immigrants arriving in tnis city, and to see that they 
are properly forwarded to their various destinations. 
Such as are sick or destitute are sent to the institutions 
on'Ward's Island, where they are cared for and their 
wanla attended to until such time aa they find em- 
ployment, recover from their sickness, or until they 
cease longer to be emigrants. In this connection 
we may here be permitted to remark tnat an emi- 
grant proper is a person who has been in tne 
country less than flve years, after which time, no 
matter what their condition^ tney are no longer re- 
garded as emigrants—-the jurisdiction of the Emi- 
grant Commissioners over them ending at that time. 
Should, any of .the side and destitute emigrants re- 
main under the protecting wing of the commission 
during toe entire flve years, being no longer re- 
garded as emigrants, tney are at the expiration of 
that timejianded over to the mercy of the Commis- 
sioners of Charities and Correction. It was for the 
praiseworthy object of Inquiring Into tne actual 
condition of this class of unfortunates that the insti- 
tutions on Ward's Island were yesterday visited, by 
Trustees of the Irish Emigrant Society and the Com- 
missioners of Emigration, and, as before stated, the 
visit of Inspection was attended with tbe most 
gratifying results. 
The visitors, numbering just fifty, left Castle Gar- 
den about hair-past twelve o'clocs, on tne steamboat 
Seta Low, wnich. alter a pleasant rundown to 
Staten Island, for the purpose of affording those on 
board an opportunity ot seeing yachts of tne Brook- 
lyn Yacht Club, turned Her prow Sound ward, ana 
after a delightful sail up the East river, landed her 
passengers at Ward's Island. 
The hospital was the first bnildlns visited, aad 
was found to be in a clean and wholesome condition, 
which, we were assured. It always ig» 
There are 
at present about 1,200 emigrants upon the island, 
about 700 of whom are on the sick list. Nearly 800 
children are born here every year. Visits were also 
•made to the bakery and the insane asylum, in the 
latter of which 
at 
tne 
present 
moment 
there are 125 patients. 
The Commissioners 
are now about building a well arranged and 
commodious building for this class of unfortunates. 
There is a farm, also, upon the island, where vege- 
tables are raised and sent to market. All those who 
are able to work are prevented from rusting by idle- 
ness by working upon tne farm or doing some light 
work about the various buildings. Tne hospital is a 
large brick building, composed of fine pavilions, con- 
nected with each, other by a long corridor, which is 
used in winter as a recreation ground for the. in- 
mates. There are several three story buildings 
which are used as fever hospitals and for contagions 
diseases. Each has a separate class of patients, 
the Germans being provided with, a German nurse 
and the Irish with an Irish Qirpafc. There is also a 
Catholic chapel and a ProtestaeS*chapel upon the 
island, with a library attached to each. 
After inspecting the various onlldinga the visitors 
were provided with a Bountiful repast, after which, 
they were regaled with speeches from Messrs. Gnlian 
C. Verplanck, Richard O'Gonnan, Cjrus Lontrel, 
Dr. Carnochan, John Mnualy and others. 
Tne 
speeches as a matter of course were all eulogistic of 
the commission, and nearly all of them were strong 
arguments tending to show the great benefit that 
had already resulted to the country and, was at 
present being derived from emigration. , 
Mr. O'Gorman, in reply to some very complimen- 
tary remarks of Mr. Verplanck concerning the Irish 
talent that had found a home in this country, said 
what was needed in this country now was not in- 
tellect—that was a drag In th3 market, and to im- 
port talent here would be very much like carrying 
cools to Newcastle—but what we most needed was 
the bone and sinew that the present emigration was 
daily bringing to till the land. This was the 
addition of the 
helping 
Hand to the band 
that needed iielp. He, the speaker, was proud to 
acknowledge that he himself had once been an emi- 
grant, and concluded nls very able speech by paying 
a compliment to Mr. Bernard Casserly, the general 
agent at Castle Garden, and the physicians on 
Ward's Island for the efficiency they had shown in 
their various departments. After the speecnlfylng 
had come to an end the guests, evidently well 
pleased with their visit to the State emigrant in- 
stitutions on Ward's Island, re-embarked on board 
of the steamer and were safely conveyed back again 
to the city where they were soon swallowed up as 
mere atoms in its mighty roar and jumble.

The young anc 
the old, the rich and the poor, had gathered in co 
spend the earnings of the week. The light of many 
a brilliant jag get Hashed over a crowd of men, ear- 
nest and eager in tha passionate excitement of the 
game- Suddenly a tall, dark looking man from one of 
the centre tables rose from his seat and walking a few 
steps unsteadily fell back upon the floor. One con- 
vulsive shudder passed through body and limbs, and 
the man was dead; died from heart disease or the 
excitement of gambling. For a single moment a 
stillness Uke death lell upon the crowd, and then 
some one said he'd only fainted, and the game went 
on. But life was extinct. 
"He's dead," some one cried, and then men rose 
hastily from their seats and left the room. The game 
was stopped, and a little circle gathered around the 
dead man ou the floor. The face had grown waxen; 
the death look had settled darkly around him. It 
waa a foreign looking race—an Italian or Spaniard— 
and In life had been liandsome, but now Its rigid 
lineaments wore a scared expression, as tf the heart 
had struggled vainly to but live to get out of that 
bad Dlace. 
Suddenly, all unprepared, the man was hurried Into 
the presence of his Maker, dead, with the gamester's 
passion fierce in his Heart, with all his evil thoughts 
and guilt about him. The lights were turned low 
iu the darkened room, and the Coroner's jury gath- 
ered around the nameless dead. Below, In the halls, 
tne rattle of dice, the noise and strife of gambling 
broke sadly on the ear. What a contrast! None 
seemed to heed the spectacle above them, or take

The Insanity of 
gaining ran riot in their veins. 
The pale wife's 
tears, the children's wall were harder for to meet, 
and yet meet them they must, for they had put their 
all upon the hazard of the cast. 


One can reconcile it to his feelings to see death 
upon the battlelleld; death by flood and pestilence; 
but death in a gambling house seems out of place. 
Who cares for the doad man? some one will say. 
"Take the rellow out—go ou with the game." 
At last the inquest was over, the dead man re- 


moved, and the brilliantly lighted halls again re- 
sumed the excitement or the name; and one entering 
there an hour aiterwards would never suspect that 
death had so recently snatched a victim from, 
among them.
